To 
achieve this objective wo 
recommend the following 
measures for stimulating 
the growth of a healthy 
and vigorous seed indus- 
try. 


To reach the high goals set 
for future, a massive 
expansion of seed pro- 
ducing and distributing 
units is called for. 
Government should, 
therefore, through a 
policy declaration ear- 
marking a major role, 
encourage the develop- 
ment of co-operative 
and private seed proces- 
sing, marketing and dis- 
tribution organizations. 
As those organizations 
develop, the depart- 
mental agencies now en- 
gaged in the production 
purchase and sale of 
seeds should reduce their 
activities in this direction. 


Production and dis- 
tribution of seeds 
are primarily res- 
ponsibility of the 
State Government. 
These recommen- 
dations have,

to leave off the 
distribution of 
seeds to the trade 
provided it can 
develop retails 
points and market 
the seeds of qua- 
lity at reasonable 
prices and ensure 
adequate and ti- 
mely supply.

The promotion of medium- 
sized seed growers’ pro- 
duction and marketing 
co-operatives should be 
actively encouraged in
